Following the success of 
the League of Theatre Artists, Inc., new L.O.R.T. project Capital Repertory Company 
in its pilot season in Albany, NY we have decided to discontinue the summer project, 
Lexington Conservatory Theatre (LCT). We will concentrate solely on Capital Rep, 
projecting a full six play season for 1981-82, The season will include two new 
American works and will entail a minimum of 114 performances, We seek funding for 
Capital Rep for both artistic salaries and general operating expenses. 

Capital Rep has managed in 18 months the impossible: the transfer, intact, of 
the entire management structure, production structure and resident company from 
LCT's small 150 seat house summer stock operation to Capital Rep's L.O.R.T. "D", 

550 seat Page Hall season. We have managed to keep entirely intact a unique theatre 
vision which applies the acting power of one of America's only true resident acting 
companies to plays of real merit, old and new. Our past productions of works such 
as TIS PITTY SHEE'S A WHORE, THE TRAGICALL HISTORY OF DOCTOR FAUSTUS and JOE EGG 
have received the highest acclaim while theatres across the country have begun to 
look to us for important new American works: CLOSE TIES by Elizabeth Diggs, pre- 
miere production at LCT 1980, is currently running at the Long Wharf Theatre; THE 
PREVALENCE OF MRS, SEAL by Otis Bigelow, premiere production at LCT 1978, currently 
running at the Manhattan Punch Line starring Frances Sternhagen; MY SISTER IN THIS 
HOUSE by Wendy Kesselman, original work and developmental readings, Provos, LCT 1979 
currently running at Actor's Theatre of Louisville. This season at Capital Rep our 
Provos, new play development wing, saw work on the following scripts: TURTLES by 
Barbara Schneider, DEATH OF A MINER by Paula Cizmar, CHEKHOV IN YALTA by John Drive 
and Jeffrey Haddow and ALTERATIONS by Leigh Curran.
